antee th at some responsible person has been selected to whom books of 
so great value may be shipped. 
The legislature thought that some assu r­ 
ance was necessary, and our duty is to comply with the. law in this respect. 
.Section 13 of the Free Text Book Law specifies that no m erchant who 
handles any kind of school supplies may distribute or handle 
free 
text 
books. 
Such distribution m ust be made by trustees, or they may appoint 
their superintendent, principal or teacher as the proper person to enter in­ 
to bond and act as custodian of the books. 
Tile free text books are sup­ 
plied by a state tax that must be paid by every district and county in the 
state. 
If the people of your county refuse to make bond and could p u r­ 
chase th eir own books, they will have paid for them twice. 
This makes an 
unnecessary hardship.
